The climax came in your paper yes­ 
terday in a spee< Ii reported as hav­ 
ing been made by Hibbs Buckman to 
the County Road Supervisors. 


Last week there was also reported 
a speech made by a woman to the 
Bucks County 
Womans 
Republican 
Club 
in 
which she quoted figures I reprisals';* a n d 
showing an increase in School Taxes of 
over other taxes. To the average lay- 
man who does not go behind the fig­ 
ures to find where they came from or 
who wrote them, they propagate the 
wrong idea of the actual. 
For tho General 
Public the idea 
that must be foremost is the knowl­ 
edge that the local School Board is 
not the sole agency of the expenditure, 
but is governed by the so called Ed­ 
monds Act. This act governs the la r­ 
gest part of the expenditures and the 
local board must follow it in order 
lhat they can share in the State a p ­ 
propriations. 


And rememner that while Mr. Buck­ 
man has been making spots hen to 
rouse the people to fight their local j 
representative on the School Board f 
the Legislature has cut our allowance j 
which means that any economies that 
can be made cannot be passed on to 
the taxpayer.
